7. Every private Souldier upon pain of impriſonment ſhall keep Silence when the Army is to take lodging

8. No man ſhall reſiſt, draw, lift, or offer to draw or lift his Weapon agaiaſt his Officer, correcting 
him orderly, for his Offence, upon pain of Death, 
9. No man ſhall utter any words of edition or Mutiny upon pain of Death. : 
—— ſhall reſiſt the Provoſt Marſhall, or any ocher Officer in executing of his Office upon 
pain © th, 
11. They that ſhall hear mucinous Speeches and not acquaint their Commanders wich them, ſhall 
be puniſhed with ſome grievous Puniſhment. 1 
12 Drunkenneſs in an Officer ſhall be puniſhed with loſſe of Place, and in a private Souldier with 
ſuch Puniſhment as a Court martiall ſhall think fic. 
13. Rapes, Raviſhments unnaturall abuſes, and Adultery ſhall be puniſhed with Death. 


14, Fornication and other diſſolute Laſiviouſneſs, ſhall be puniſhed wich diſcreti on, according to 
the quality of the Offence. 

15. Theft and Robbery ſhall be puniſhed wich Reſtitution and otherwiſe at Diſcretion. 

16. Murther ſhall be expiated with the Dcath of the Murtherer. . 

17. All Souldiers coming to their Colours to watch, or to be exerciſed, or to Service ſhall come 
compleatly armed and Arms well fixt upon puniſhment. 

18 If any ſhall negligently looſe, or ſinfully play away their Arms at Cards or Dice or otherwayes, 
they ſhill be kept as Pioneers, or Scavengers, till they furniſh themſelves with good Ar mes.
